Prisoners From Submarines 

The Germans maintain that orders 
are not merely an excuse, but a justi- 
fication, for any enormity, even for 
the wholesale sacrifice of innocent life. 
That is ‘a view wholly Incompatible 
with any theory of positive morality 
and wholly repugnant to the doctrines 
of any law which is founded, as Eng- 
lish law is ‘founded, upon the 
principles of that morality. What- 
ever may be the view of German jur- 
ists, it is a well established rule of 
our law that superior orders are no 
defence in the case of a soldier who 
has committed a crime. If he shoots a 
man and has no better defence, he 
is‘/liable to be tried and, on conviction, 
to be hanged. Responsible opinion in 
this country has not, however, de- 
manded that submarine prisoners 
should be brought to trial for these 
acts, or that they shonlde be treated 
with harshness.—London Times.

For the first time in the bistory of 
the United States emigration is ex- 
ceeding immigration. Up to the end 
of Octobe: each .month’s movement 
had shown a net gain on the operi- 
tion.

An interesting sidelight upon the 
North’ Sea battle is supplied in a} 


statement made to a correspondent; 


by an officer of H.M‘S. Indomitable 
which played a prominent. part in the 
action. 

After the Lion, which led the attack 
had been struck by a shell and was’ 
forced to drop out of the fighting 
line, an urgent wireless message was: 

despatched by Sir David Beatty ‘to 
Chatham calling fo? tugs ‘to be sent 
out inimediatély to the scene of ac- 
tion to tow the disabled flagship to 
the harbor. 

The message was! (as the admiral 
intended it should . be) intercepted 
by German submarines’ operating’ in: 
the rear, between the. British squad: 
ron and the east coast. The enemy 
submiarines ignorant of the rusé prac- 

tised. upon them, took up a. position 
on the line: of retreat to Chatham, 
and patiently awaited the arrival 
of the crippled Livi with the inton- 
tion of giving it its coup’de grace. 

In the meantime the Lion, was 
taken in tow by the Indomitable anid

which brought it safely into. port 
many miles from Chatham:

How the German submarine. which 
torpedoed the Formidable succeeded 
in sending to Berlin news of its feat 
by wireless puzzled the British auth- 
orities for some time.

There 
was one homesteader in his district, 
for instance, who had a_ team of 
horses, weighing twelve hundred 
pounds, which were too light for the 
work, and the homesteader couldn't 
borrow a cent at.a bank in the city, 
He had been struggling for four years 
to get an extra horse. If he were in 
Kansas he would be able to borrow 
enough ‘money to change those 
twelve-hundred horses’ into sixteen- 
hundred. That would increase the 
capacity without incréasing the ex- 
penses, a ;

It Rivals Wheat as. an Article of 
; Staple Food ‘ 


Although it is recorded that the po- 
tato (Solanun tuberosum). was used ‘as 
human food more’ than a thousand 


‘years ago, its culture did not extend 


beyond the boundaries of South Amer- 
ica until about the middle of the six- 
teenth century. To Sir Walter Raleigh 
is eredited the introduction of the po- 
tato into England and in 1586 it Was 
definitely known to have been grown 
in Ireland: Since that time the culti- 
vation of this crop has extended over 
the civilized globe. So great has the 
reliance upon it become that~when 
blight occurred in Burope at various 
times during the past three-quarters of 
a century, the failure of the crop was 
attended by serious-famine conditions. 
The potato has acquired a position 
next to wheat, for human consumption 
in, the annual field crops:of the. world 
and enormous quattities are utilized 
in the arts and for stock food. The 
world's crop of potatoes exceeds ‘that 
of wheat by some two billion bushels. 
Valuing wheat at. one dollar and ‘po- 
tatoes at fifty cents<per bushel, the 
world’s crop in 1912 may be set down 
at an approximate worth of $3,800;- 
000,000 for wheat and $3,000,000,000 
for potatoes.

study, dissemination of a knowledge 
of jieredity and an-effort to create a 
“etigenic conscience” in the~public. 

“They should give the young people 
of - their’ acquaintance a chance to 
meet and f in love: with suitable 
life partners and further every move 
that will take away some of the social 
and economic bars ie marriage and 
parenthood,” he said. : 

Dr. Rucker spoke of the. considera- 
tion by the legislators of New York 
and other states of measures which 
are called by them eugenic marriage 
laws. “This is a matter of preventa- 
tive medicine, with which eugenics 
has nothing to do,” he-said, \ .

In con- 
versation with Paish as to the dura- 
tion of thé war, the latter, quoting 
Sir, John French, said; “The Allies 
have dug themselves into--a solid 
trench from Switzerland to the Chan- 
nel and all Hell*cannot get them out.” 
“Il know,” gaid Mr..Barron, “that Sir 
George i8 a good churchman, but in 
this instance he ‘vas talking sound 
doctrine.” 

Mr. Barron in the course of his ad« 
dress showed conclusively that econo- 
mic reasons were very largely re- 
sponsible for the outbreak of hostili- 
ties. Austria was anxious for war 
and merely used the assassination of 
her Archduke as an _ excuse, al- 
though in the last analysis the ulti- 
mataum which was sent to Servia was 
changed by the Kaiser to make it im- 
possible of fulfilment. Austria was anx- 
ious to dominate the Balkan States 
and through them the Bastern Medi- 
terranean, He also showed that, a 
commercial treaty which. ‘Germany 
forced on Russia dpring the Russia- 
Japanese war and under which Russia 
was forced to accept German goods to 


}her own disadvantage,.was at the hot- 
\tom of the struggle between Germany 


and Russia. 

This treaty was to terminate in 1917 
and when Russia a short time ago 
approached Germany in order to se- 
cure an alteration of the conditions 
she was emphatically told that the 
treaty was satisfactory to Germany 
and must be continued. by Russia.

How long will 5,000,000,000. cart- 
ridges last in.a war.of the size of the 
present one? How.much copper ha3 
Germany on hand from which to make 
new cartridges for the infantry rifles 
and machine guns,;,and;drying bands’, 
for the shells of all sizes? ' Great 
Britain has declared copper contra- 
band of war, and is trying to: stop. its 
going to any port whence it might 
reach Germany. Other things might 
end the waf more speedily, but when 
the supply of copper quits then the 
war quits likewise. The Germans are 
reported to have had nearly 5,000,000,- 
000 rifle cartridges on hand when war 
broke:out. They probably have 4,000,- | 
000 men under arms, possibly more. 
They have thousands of machine guns, | 
each of which eats up cartridges as 
fast as a whole infantry battalion. 
Twelve hundred and fifty rounds per 
soldier, excluding the machine guns, 
and the 5,000,009,000- cartridges are 
gone, Without doubt the Germans are 
reduced already to picking up the fired

Dairy Records Should be Kept in Or- 

der to Obtain the Right Protfis 

In the busy world: of*dairying even 
a few meagre calculations show great 
differences, -whether im cows, their 
owners, the jand, the bank deposits or 
the test.of fat, ege:;. fat and lean are 
mixed, good results and poor, even 
on adjoining iad even in two stalls 
in the one st ‘One owner. gets 
perhaps 200- pounds of milk from 
each lean, hungry acre; a neighbor, 
with better methods, produces the fat 
total of 1,700 pounds of. milk per 
acre, keeping 16 good cows on a -well- 
tilled 80-acre farm. One milk pro- 
ducer, with poor grade cows, hever 
tested, possibly never well fed, gets 
the lean average of less than 3,000 
pounds of milk per cow; another pro- 
ducer, who is a real dairyman, revels 
in. the knowledge of each of his- 16 
cows giving over 8,000 pounds of mill 
that will test fairly rich in fat: ~ 

Then when it comes to feeding for 
profit, not simply for existence, we 
find one man. with 100° pounds of 
milk. .costing him only 59 cents for 
feed, but a neighbor has.to admit 
the impeachment df milk costing him 
per 100: pounds at least 90 cents, per- 
haps over a dollar. So one w‘ll-make 
the fat profit above feed of over $30 
per cow, . while his. neighbor is down 
to the lean margin of only $3.‘ Why 
do such. amazing differences occur? 
Primarily because jairymen have not 
studied each cow individually, Dairy 
records alone can shed light on these 
problems.

The Cold Storage Egg | 


Rhode Island Passes a Bill to Regulate 
Sale. of Eggs. 
‘Following is the text of the bill, aim: 
ing to define and regulate the gale of 
coid storage eggs as passed by the 
Woise-or the Rhedevisland legislatire: 
“Section I. The,t¢rm cold stora fe 
eggs,’ as used in this act, shall bé con- 
strued to mean eggs that have been ar- 
tificjally cooled for 30 days or more at 
or below a temperature of 40. degrees 
Fahreinheit; and:no other eggs shall 
be sold as ‘cold storage Fes 
» “Section 2, . Whenever ‘cold storage 
eggs’ are sold at wholesale: orretail, 
package, box: or other ‘container in 
which the eggs are placed or delivered 
shall be marked plainly and conspic- 
uously with the words ‘cold storage 
eggs,’ or there sha’! be attached to 
such container a placard or sign hay- 
ing on it the said words.” . 
“If ‘cold storage eggs’ are sold at 
retail or offered or exposed for sale 
without a container, or placed upon a 
counter or elsewhere, a sign or pla- 
card having the words ‘cold storage 
eggs’ plainly and conspicuously mafk- 
ed ‘upon it shall pe displayed in, upon 
or immediately. above the said eggs; 
the display of the words ‘cold storage 
eggs’ as required by this act shall be 
in letters not less than one inch \in 
height and shall Le done in such a 
manne as is provided by, the. board 
of food and drug commissioners. 
“Section 3.. Any person, firm or cor- 
poration violating any. of -the ‘provi- 
sions of this act shall be punished by 
a fine of not less than $10 nor more 
than $100 for each offence. 
“Seetion 4. The board of food and 
drug commissioners. shall have the
